DR. CADMAN'S VISIT 
HEKjmOiiROW

Ihor, Will Speak In Ills Stead Fri- 
day Evening at Chautauqua. 

The following telegram was received 
last night in Maysvlile by Chantan- 

Uiui Superintendent Illgdon: 

"Dr. Cadiuan fell and broke his arm 
today. Doctor lorbids his leaving be- 
fore pulling in plaster east. Too pain- 
ful and swollen to put in cast for u 
couple of days. Hope to be with you 
Thursday or Friday. Will wire you 
later. Very sorry. Mrs. Cadman." 

Following the receipt of this wire 
another from the Coit Alher ("hautau- 
•lua Bureau arrived saying that Dr. 
Oadman's conilillon was such that it 
would be Impossible for him to till his 
engagement Friday, and that Dr. Jos- 
eph Fort Newton, pastor of the Church 
of the Divine Fraternity, of New York 
City, had been aeoured to take his 
place. 

Allhongh it is ex4remcly unfortunate 
that Dr. C'adman'should meet with this 
distressing accident the local chautau- 
(iuans will have the unexpected op- 
portunity to hear a man of interna- 
tional reputation both for his oratory 
and his thorough grasp of current 
events, qualities which have won him 
tremendous success In his Held of 
work. 

Dr. Newton returned a few months 
ago from England, where for nearly 
four years he served as pestor of the 
City Temple (Congregational), Lon- 
don. There he auceeeded Dr. Reg- 
inald J. Campbell, famous all over the 
world. The City Temple of London 
was made famous by the late Dr. 
.loseph I'arker anil is cousldered by 
many pcoiile ibroughoul the world as 
the moNt famous protestaut ohuroh In 
the world. 

Dr. Newton haa had a notable career 
for a man of 44 years of age, occupy- 
ing important pulpits in the United 
States before going to England. FV>r a 
number of years he held a lectureship 
in Kngllsh at the State I'niversity of 
Iowa He has been an editor, and is 
the author of a number of books, in- 
cluding "David Swing, I'oet-l'rcacher." 
"Lincoln and Hemdon," 'The Build- 
ers," and haa pnblbihed twelve vol- 
umes of sermons. 

In 1917 he visited the Western front 
as a guest of the Rritish government, 
and following this made two special 
lecture tours to .\meriea, in 1917 and 
r.'lS, sircMkinn 111 lliiiusanil-; of soldiers 
in this country as well as many thou- 
sands of soldier^ in England, FVance 
and elsewhere. His ministry at the 
City Temple began under the most 
hazardous conditions of the war. at a 
lime when a preacher announcing his 
text was not sure of living to pro- 
nounce the benediction. His Sunday 
ludieiices averaged 2,800 persons. He 
left three times aa Urge a member- 
hip as he found on beginning his Lon- 
don putorate, deeplte loseea of many 
men during the war. Ha will speak 
here Friday night on "The New 
Patriotism," a lecture that is exceed- 
ingly timely. 

Dr. Newton is one of the world's 
greatest orators, and It is indeed for- 
tunate that so prominent a speaker has 
been seeured to appear in Dr. Cad- 
man's place.

( hreiH Jadve NeweU Settles Breeks- 
vUle Ballroad Case Satlsfkeleilly 

To All. 

Circuit Judge C. D. Newell has set- 
tled the long pending Brooksvllle rail- 
road oaae satlatactorlly to aU oon- 
oeraed. This road known aa the 
Brooksvllle ft Wellsburg railroad, was 
built about twenty years ago. and 
bonds to the amount of fL':'.i»0i( were 
sohi to pay for coiistrmliou. etc. and 
Voun'.;er AlexauiliT, president of tin- 
railroad al that time, was instrumental 
in getting this amoaatt holding the 
bonds as security. 

A number of years ago, Mr. Alexan- 
der disposed of bis banking and other 
business, excepting his railroad Inter- 
ests, at rirooksville. and locited al 
I.«xlngton, but retained control of tlie 
H. & W. This arrangement was con 
tinned for several years, until about 
two yeara ago whan .residents of 
Brooksvllle formed a company and 
subscribed about $45,000 to buy the 
roail and put In good runuliiK order. 
.\fter due process of law. the road 
IS sold .1 little less than two year.-i 
ago, the new company being the pur- 
chaser at $20,000. Mr. Alexander 
brought suit for the entire amount, 
claiming that hia bonds, together with 
Interest amounted to between $40,000 
and $50,000. While the case was In 
court, a receiver was appointed for the 
railroad, who contracted to rent an en- 
«lne from the new compsny at flu per 
day— this amounting to about $6,000 at 
the time of the aettlement of the ease. 
Besides the above, there were a num- 
ber of other clams against the road, 
and the suit woh brought as to pro|)er 
distribution of the $20.00(1- the amount 
for which Ibe rallroail 'v:is sulil 

.Indue Newell distributed the fund as 
follows: .Mr. Alexander Is to receive 
$12,266.49, the remainder of the $20.- 
000 to go toward operating expense of 
the railroad. Including a fee of $750 
for Byron and Cole and $1S0 for Mas- 
ter Commissioner J. W. Byrne.

The eradication of lice in poultry by 
the use of Sodium fluoride has proved 
to bo very eHectlve and economical. 
Commercial Sodium fluoride can be 
obtained from most drug stores and 
should he obtained in adry finely iiow- 
dered form. There are two methods of 
using this treatment: tl) by the pinch 
method, and (2) by the dip method. 

The pinch mtthod conslBts of hold- 
ing the bird with the left band by the 
wings while with the right hand a 
small pinch of the duorldo is placed In 
the region of the vent, on© beneath 
each thigh, one on the uiidiT side of 
each wing, oue on th wattle at the base 
of the nneck. and one on the liili The 

powder should be distributed through 
the feathers as much as poasible, so 
that enough will remain on the feath- 
ers for some days to kill the live that 
batch out after the application Is 
made. 

The serunil iiu ilio.l i.- 1... dilipiLL' in 
a solution marde by dissol\inc one- 
halt pound of sodium lluoride in ten 
gallons of luke-warm water. The bird 
should be held In the left hand by the 
winga and placed in the solution on its 
side, while the right hand works the 
solution well underthe feaathers. The 
head can then be quickly submerged 
and the chicken released in a house 
with pleiily of clean straw on the floor 
where it will (Hiiekly dry itself This 
method should not be used on a dump, 
sold day as the birds will not properly 
dry themselves and colds may result. 
What About Wool PrlcesT 

The sheep men face a critical time 
right now. Sheep men are panicky, 
when prices are high there is a rush 
to get in at high prices, but let wool, 
lamb of mutton take a drop and the 
result Is Just as great in the other di- 
rection. At present the wool market it 
discouraging with buyers talking low- 
er priced wool. Certainly there is no 
over supply of fine wools. The demand 
for the coarses grades Is alow as the 
mills are not pushing, for orders for 
goods made from the lower grades of 
wool. The season's aoul mari.e! luis 
not yet opened and vhen tardiiig lln 
ally gets started Ins a Hubstantlal way 
it may be that prices will not be so dis- 
couraging after all. 

The main facta bearing on the pres- 
ent wool market are; 

(1) Credit stringency 

(2) DifflcnltlCR In iraiis|iortution 
both of l a w uoiils tu I lie i,iiiis andn 
finished products to the retailers. 

(3) Late shearing, due to cold 
weather. 

Hie first two tutors not only affect 
the wool trade hu the manuufacturlng 
interests as well. Unless the mills are
